As the concluding feature of the 
patriotic rally at the Narberth Pub- 
lic School Auditorium on the Wash- 
ington Bi-Centennial Anniversary, 
Monday, February 22, a cast made 
up from the Narberth Players will 
present "A Decision At Dawn," a 
short play which was awarded first 
choice in a nation-wide contest, and 
which, it is stated, portrays Wash- 
ington in the sorriest plight of his 
extraordinary career. 

His troops were fighting a fearful 
winter at Valley Forge, with rations 
and supplies on a starvation basis, 
and hope almost lost that the cause 
of the Colonies could be achieved. 
Criticism of Washington and his pro- 
cedure was widespread and the pros- 
pect of additional aid from the 
French was dimmed by the bareness 
of Louis' exchequer. Unexpectedly, 
according to the archives, relief came 
as the result of the French clergy's 
munificent gifts to the Government of 
France for the rescue sadly needed, 
allowing more than six million dol- 
lars in silver bullion to find its way 
to York, Pa., then temporary capital 
of the embryo nation, and putting a 
new face on the terrific struggle 
which engaged the illustrious one and 
his war-wearied followers. 

In the play, it is said, Washington 
is revealed in his despair, his uncer- 
tainty, debating with his intimates 
as to whether he should stay or go. 
all the while manifesting an exalted 
forebearanee, and finally emerging 
majestically triumphant over the 
myriad obstacles which bet>ut him. 

The Narberth Business Council is 
co-operating closely with the borough 
bi-centennial committee and the dec- 
orations of the commercial section, 
combined with the unique "Life of 
Washington," which will be displayed 
by the various merchants, will, it is 
claimed, afford Narberth the distinc- 
tion of providing the most impressive 
demonstration in the Philadelphia 
area. 

The adornment of individual homes 
with flags, bunting and pictures is 
also being urged by the committee, 
and it is reported there has been an 
enthusiastic acceptance of the plan 
by scores of residents and that the 
town at large will be in highly patri- 
otic garb for the entire week start- 
ing Monday, February 22, 1932.

Curtailment of Relief Services

Narberth B. and L. Assoc.

Immediate contributions are neces- 
sary to forestall any curtailment of 
relief services provided by the Main 
Line Federation of Churches, it was 
announced this week. 

"Contributions are coming in," said 
Miss Alice Ambler, executive secre- 
tary of the organization, yesterday, 
"but, at the same time, money is 
going out very fast." 

In addition to 500 families given 
relief last month, the executive secre- 
tary stated there had been 194 new 
applications tor assistance. 

Miss Ambler said they had been 
forced to spend more money for relief 
last week than during any other week 
in the history of the organization. 

"Truthfully," she said, "from our 
viewpoint we do not see much im- 
provement in conditions. Many have 
been driven to seek relief during the 
past few months because their re- 
serve resources have been used up." 

"Of course," said Miss Ambler, "we 
hope to prevent any curtailment of 
our services. Such a move, we feel, 
would be a community disaster. At 
the same time increased contributions 
in proportion to increased expenses 
for relief are necessary if we are to 
continue our work." 

A condensed financial statement 
was issued bv the Federation this 
week, showing the receipts and dis- 
bursements for last vear. 

Receipts during 1931 were as fol- 
lows: Churches, individuals and or- 
ganizations, S41,513.79; Main Line 
Emergency Committee, $8277.77; 
American Red Cross for service ren- 
dered, §600; Volunteers' Committee, 
$2957.35; miscellaneous, S49.97; total, 
$58,055.11, including S4656.23 carried 
over from the previous vear, 1930. 

Disbursements were as follows: 
Administration and service, S15,- 
916.25; relief, $40,788.24; total, $56,- 
704.49. The balance as of December 
31, 1931, therefore, was $1350.62. 

Services rendered during the past 
year included assistance for 1128 fam- 
ilies of money, food, fuel and cloth- 
ing; special diets planned and 74,895 
quarts of milk distributed and 8594 
visits made by members of the Fed- 
eration staff. 

During the present emergency the 
Federation provides relief with funds 
contributed through the United Cam- 
pain. Administration and service 
must be supported by residents of the 
district. 

Contributions are payable to E. Y. 
Hartshorne, Memorial Building, Bryn 
Mawr, who is treasurer of the Fed- 
eration.

A vivid picture of the present-day 
Russia under Communistic rule was 
presented by Dr. Michael M. Dorizas, 
lecturer and traveler, at a meeting of 
the Lower Merion-Narberth Council 
of Republican Women in the parish 
house of St. Mary's Episcopal Church, 
Ardmore, on Tuesday night. 

Approximately 250 members of the 
council and their friends attended the 
meeting. Mrs. H. Tatnall Brown, Jr., 
of Haverford, was chairman of the 
meeting. 

Americans were urged to "put their 
own house in order" by Dr. Dorizas 
as a conclusion to his speech. He 
indicated that immediate action in the 
United States for economic recon- 
struction and adjustment would elimi- 
nate the possibility of radical experi- 
ments similar to the Russian system. 

Dr. Dorizas presented many con- 
tradictory elements in Russian life 
today. Many of these elements by 
comparison with the Czarisl regmie, 
according to the facts presented by 
the lecturer, were distinct improve- 
ments in the social structure. Other 
ideas, the lecturer said, such as the 
abolition of the church and family 
life, were contrary to American 
standards and the ideals of modern 
civilization. 

In theory, Dr. Dorizas said, the 
Communists were aiming at an inter- 
national commonwealth in which ev- 
erybody would participate as a pro- 
ducer. 

He stated that the central organi- 
zation of this commonwealth would 
control production and consumption. 
There would be no classes and no 
armies, he added. 

"Workers," Dr. Dorizas said, "would 
give according to their ability and 
receive according to their needs." 

In many remarks by skillful in-

Physicians Warned 

to Report Diseases 

Laxity Scored in Discussion at 

Council Meeting on 

Monday 

9 UNDER QUARANTINE 

Failure of doctors treating Nar- 
berth patients to report cases of con- 
tagious diseases was scored during a 
discussion at the February meeting of 
the Borough Council on Monday 
night. 

It was pointed out that several 
known cases of contagious diseases 
had not been reported by physicians 
to the Health Officer of the Narberth 
Board of Health, George B. Suplee, 
which is in violation of the State law. 
Failure to report such cases entails 
a fine of $25. 

Authorization was given for a let- 
ter to be sent to all physicians in the 
Borough calling attention to the ne- 
cessity of immediate notification of 
the Health Officer of all cases of con- 
tagious diseases. 

There are nine cases of contagious 
diseases under quarantine at the pres- 
ent time. Five of these are whoop- 
ing cough, two are mumps, one 
measles and one scarlet fever. 

The report of the Building Com- 
mittee submitted at the meeting show- 
ed that three permits, two for pri- 
vate garages and one for alterations, 
had been issued during January, and 
that 12 inspections had been made by 
the building inspector, three opera- 
tions being completed. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee, submitted by its 
chairman, Robert F. Wood, is as fol- 
lows ; 

"During the month of January the 
number of Borough laborers was re- 
duced from nine to six, in accordance 
with the provisions of the 1932 bud- 
get, and the wages of all those who 
were retained were also reduced. 
These curtailed operations do not 
leave us much leeway in case any one 
of our men should be unavoidably off 
the job, as happened recently when 
one of the men was ill. The illness 
of that man, combined with poor 
weather, caused some delay in the 
schedule of collecting rubbish, with 
the result that some citizens tele- 
phoned complaints to the Borough of- 
fice. When this situation was report- 
ed to the Chairman of this Commit- 
tee, it was his decision that we were 
not justified in hiring an emergency 
man to take the place of the one who 
was ill, and that the people must be 
patient under delays growing out of 
the curtailed program. This, how- 
ever, does not justify any failure on 
the part of the Highway Department 
to maintain schedules and keep up 
good service. Reports from the citi- 
zens of serious failures to do either 
will be appreciated, as in the past. 

"Since the new pavement was laid 
through the business section of Hav- 
erford avenue, several complaints

If so, there ought to be a place 
reserved for the name of Chief Hor- 
ace Parsons, of the Bryn Mawr Fire 
Company. For he is what you call in 
genuine melodramatic terms a real 
fire-eater. 

It wasn't much of a fire at Bryn 
Mawr College last week. Just 
the frame construction on the inte- 
rior of a coal conveyor built along- 
side the power plant. Even a good 
crowd of college girls in pajamas and 
fur coats was lacking, because most 
of the students were taking a brief 
vacation following the close of the 
mid-year examinations. 

But, as a matter of fire-fighting 
technique, all things considered, it 
was a stubborn blaze to battle. The 
conveyor was nearly 50 feet high and I 



men had to scale immense boilers 
and the roof of the fire house to 
reach the flames with water. 

Chief Parsons was atop one of 
these boilers leading the assault with 
hose and axe when the electric lights 
were cut off. Clouds of steam and 
smoke started pouring through the 
building. Fireman Stanley Nash be- 
came lost in the black maze of hot 
pipes, smoke and steam. He scream- 
ed for help. 

"There was only one thing for me 
to do," Chief Parsons related in a 
matter-of-fact way afterwards. "So 
I went in and helped him out." 

Chief Parsons collapsed after they 
reached the air. His left hand was 
scalded, where he had grabbed a hot 
steam pipe. 

"It is nothing," he told the man 
who bandaged it up.

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A Time for Public Patience 

The only real embarrassment which the failure of the Mcrion Title fe? 
Trust Company caused the Narberth borough government grew out of the 
fact that two notes covering $16,000 which the borough had borrowed 
from that bank in anticipation of taxes, as is customary every year, had 
been sold by the bank, prior to its failure, to two of the large banks in town. 
When the bank failed Councilman Clarence Kaeber, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, was justified, in the absence of information to the contrary, in 
assuming that the money then on deposit there would offset those notes 
when they fell due. The due dates disclosed that the Merion had the de- 
posits and that other banks, still very much open and in business, were 
demanding payment. At that time the 1932 budget had passed first reading, 
and it became necessary for Council to pare $16,000 unexpectedly out of 
it. That was accomplished by a reduction in salaries, labor and practically 
all appropriations. It was accomplished inside the available $86,000 with- 
out raising the tax rate, although $16,000 is 18 per cent, of $86,000. 

This curtailment resulted last week, when one man was ill, in a slight 
delay in the schedule of collecting ashes and rubbish— a delay which could 
have been avoided if Chairman Wood had been willing to authorize the 
hiring of additional help. He took the position that the people must be 
patient with delays which have been brought about in order to prevent a 
rise in taxes. We believe that with the facts completely known, the people 
of Narberth will not telephone to the borough office to complain so promptly 
if their ashes and rubbish are not always lifted on the accustomed day.

Narberth has been well served, in these days which require unusual 
financial experience, skill and judgment, by Councilman Clarence Kaeber, 
chairman of the Finance Committee of Council, who brings to that task 
gratuitously his long and valuable personal training as head of the credit, 
department of the Electric Storage Battery Company. 

Faced by the necessity of making new banking connections for the 
borough, including accommodation for loans, he found that the statutory 
limitations governing national banks made it impossible for the Narberth 
National Bank to give the volume required and was obliged to go in town, 
where the attitude of the large banks, because of the nature of the times, 
was rather stiff. The Philadelphia National Bank consented to consider 
the proposition, provided the financial affairs of the borough could be scruti- 
nized by the municipal finance expert whom they had employed to study 
all applications for such loans. 

Such an examination was made, and the bank reported that Narberth's 
finances stood "at the top of the list." They were willing to take the 
Narberth account; in fact, they were glad to. But they wished to be assured 
on one point only, and that was that in doing so they would not be inter- 
fering in any way with the natural province and business of the Narberth 
National Bank, for whom they expressed a warm and friendly regard. 
When they were told that the borough was continuing to carry an active 
account with the Narberth National, the matter was closed, and, except for 
the amount still on deposit with the Mcrion, Narberth 's change of banking 
connections has been successfully accomplished. 



Half a Loaf .... 

In accepting the water rate reductions offered by the Philadelphia 
Suburban Water Company, the Allied Civic Association, composed of civic 
organizations in Delaware, Chester and Montgomery County, took the only 
reasonable course open. 

This body, organized about a year ago to fight for lower water rates in 
the territory served by the Philadelphia Suburban Water Company, found 
that it would take more than organized opposition to effect its desires. After 
innumerable meetings and sessions, it was found that a fund of $100,000 
would be necessaiy to carry the thing through to the finish. As this was a 
larger sum than the individual associations were willing to contribute, and 
as the results of such an investigation remained problematical, the decision to 
drop the fight was made. 

The new rates constitute chiefly a reduction in the yearly rental charge 
to municipalities for fire hydrants. Townships and Boroughs in the territory 
served by the water company have been paying $50 to $60 per year for each 
hydrant. Under the new schedule the rate will be $4J. This reduction, 
which will benefit taxpayers indirectly, means a saving to Lower Merion of 
over $1,800 per year, and to Narberth of nearly $700. 

The individual consumer will profit least, directly, by the new rates 
It is expected that his savings will amount to less than a dollar a year. 



A glance across the County line to Haverford Township should make 
any Main Line resident proud of his local government a Township Com- 
mission or Borough Council should be a non-political body working for civic 
good. In Lower Merion, Radnor and Narberth a man forgets his pre-election 
scraps when he sits down with his fellow-citizens and, as a result, the council- 
men and commissioners are respected and successful. A Township "hogtied" 
for weeks by politics should hang its head.

Parents, Physical and Otherwise 

We all have our physical forebears, 
of course. They are assigned to us 
or we to them by blind chance, and 
sometimes the freedom and success of 
our lives are their direct contribu- 
tion to us, and in other cases, those 
desirables are accomplished only in 
spite of hereditary handicaps. But 
we also all have our mental and 
spiritual parents, those dominant 
minds with whom we come into con- 
tact while we are still plastic and 
who often determine our ways of 
thinking and of regarding our fellow 
men. The Vagrant acknowledges with 
abiding gratitude several mental par- 
ents, none of them teachers and none 
of them relatives, but without whose 
vigorous intervention in his youth, he 
might have become what he recoils 
from contemplating, but certainly he 
would have been no vagrant. He is 
saddened whenever he thinks, which 
is often, how many of them are now 
gone beyond recall; how maimed his 
life is without them; how much more 
he could now appreciate and learn 
from them in his maturity than was 
possible in his youth.

Presidential Accolade 

One, at least, of the Vagrant's men- 
tal parents remains, the one who, seiz- 
ing the plastic substance of the Va- 
grant's youthful and blind idealism, 
by a method of vigorous and unspar- 
ing logic and argument hammered 
and hardened it into a system of lib- 
eral thinking. He, thank God, still 
lives! But would that he lived here, 
or the Vagrant there. But if he did 
live here, the Vagrant would not pre- 
sume to write this column, for that 
man's writings along similar lines 
have influenced national policies and 
won the accolade of Presidential ac- 
knowledgement on the letterhead of 
the White House. Nor was it the 
commendation of a mere Harding or 
Coolidgc or Hoover, but of Wilson 
himself. In the presence af that man's 
writings, the Vagrant steps aside, and 
gladly offers his readers the follow- 
ing extracts from a letter received 
only last week. 

Two Other Depressions 

"I have been conscious in my life of 
two other major depressions," writes 
the Vagrant's old friend, "but, in a 
juvenile way. I now find it rather 
interesting to interpret with the 
knowledge of age the events of the 
hard times of the Seventies, when I 
was a small boy and couldn't then 
understand why certain rich people 
in our town became poor, and why 
my own father was having such dif- 
ficulty in his business. In the Nine- 
ties, when I was young, I was not 
personally affected at all — indeed I 
profited from low prices — but now I 
feel this depression much more, in 
losses of income, etc., simply because 
I have followed the copy-book max- 
ims of individualism and capitalism 
all my life, and accumulated a little 
property by thrift, saving, and hard 
work. This sounds paradoxical, but 
it is true." 

Ironic Triumph 

"Thei'e may be no better economic 
system," the letter continues, "but, 
after personally seeing three great 
depressions in my own life and wit- 
nessing the havoc caused to people 
who have not been gamblers or spend- 
thrifts, but conservative in their 
money matters, I don't think much 
of the system. I'm 'durned' if I 
would die in the trenches for it. The 
sight of the Hoover administration, 
after three years of 'rugged individ- 
ualism,' now sponsoring so 'social- 
istic' a program of government inter- 
vention in natural economic laws as 
this two-billion-dollar Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, is a triumph of 
the ironic spirit in the world." 
> 

Prohibition 

The post man brought to the Va- 
grant last week, and doubtless to 
many others here, the ballot in the 
poll on prohibition which is being 
conducted by the Literary Digest. 
Such diverse interpretations have 
been placed by both wets and drys on 
their previous similar polls and on 
all elections in which prohibition has 
been an admitted issue, that the Di- 
gest people have endeavoi"ed to make 
this one so clear and simple that there 
can be no doubt of the outcome. The 
ballot asks but two questions, "Do you 
favor the continuance of the Eigh- 
teenth (Prohibition) Amendment?" 
and "Do you favor a repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment?" But it is 
not so simple as it seems for a 
thoughtful person to make his selec- 
tion, and the outcome of the poll, and 
of the Amendment itself ultimately, 
will be determined by the expressed 
opinions of the thoughtful minority 
who hold the balance of power. Such 
people do not favor the unrestricted 
sale of liquor for the individual profit 
of those who manufacture and dis- 
pense it, nor do they favor the pres- 
ent reign of the affluent bootlegger 
and racketeer and gangster, all of 
whom derive their strength and op- 
portunities from the Amendment and 
the Volstead Act.

There are many unusual books in 
the Library which a casual reader 
may have overlooked, but which con- 
tain possibilities of pleasant hours of 
recreation. Among them is the 
"Tetc-a-tete Book," by Lassiter Wren, 
a book of stimulating puzzles, prob- 
lems and questions arranged for two 
people to score, but capable of a lot 
of fun for one person. "What digit 
repeated eight times in certain com- 
binations and the numbers added will 
total an even 1000?" The problem 
of the $10,000 counted in one-dollar 
bills — the selection of the pairs of lov- 
ers, and the significance of dates are 
indicative of the wide range of inter- 
ests. A pleasant evening is in store 
for any one who opens the book". 

This week there is being held in 
New York City, under the direction 
of his literary executor, an exhibit of 
the drawings and paintings of Kah- 
lil Gibran, the Syrian philosopher, 
who died last fall. The Library pur- 
chased recently his latest book, "The 
Wanderer," and received as a gift the 
one that preceded it, "The Prophet." 
These books are very lovely, with their 
gentle words of wisdom couched in 
delicate poetic prose, and the illustra- 
tions reproduced in offset lithography 
from original drawings. One would 
not wish to remain longer than neces- 
sary ignorant of this man and his 
sayings. 

Another recent purchase of the Li- 
brary belonging in this group of un- 
usual books is Shauffler's "Manthol- 
ogy" which, after being informed, one 
can readily see is a contraction of 
Man's Anthology, and thus the na- 
ture of the collection is revealed. For 
the same ShaufHer who edited the 
"Poetry Cui-e," poems for mental heal- 
ing, has now collected this group of 
English verse to appeal to men. A 
few of the subject headings under 
which the poems are grouped will 
suggest the plan, wanderlust, adven- 
tures, heroism, roads and trails, and 
sea foam. If there is a woman who 
doubts that men have a monopoly of 
interests in these subjects, the Library 
recommends that she, too, borrow the 
book.

voice and fact-emphasis, Dr. Dorizas 
built a damaging case against Russia. 

Referring to the five-year plan of 
Russia, Dr. Dorizas said, however, it 
wouldn't hurt for the United States 
to take a leaf from the Russian book 
of planned economy. 

Outstanding references made to the 
Communist system were: 

"Divorces are easy to obtain. A 
divorce can be obtained for 27 cents, 
except where excess postage is re- 
quired to notify the interested par- 
ties." 

"Eight years is the longest prison 
sentence a person can receive for a 
crime, including murder. From the 
Communist standpoint the greatest 
crime is opposition to the present so- 
| cial planning system." 

"Sunday has been abolished. Work- 
ers receive every fourth or fifth day 
for rest and recreation." 

"If you don't work in Russia you 
can't expect to live." 

"Religion is being taxed out of ex- 
istence. Many of the churches have 
been torn down or converted into 
meeting places for the workers." 

"When Russian workers have holi- 
days they are taken for sightseeing 
tours through the old palaces of the 
Czar as a propaganda method of keep- 
ing fresh in their minds what they 
were denied in the past." 

"Russians' lives are under a con- 
stant bombardment of propaganda 
from Communists, who now consti- 
tute about 10 per cent, of the entire 
population." 

"Secret police number about 800,- 
000, with 250,000 in uniform. They 
always have their ears to the ground 
and know what is doino - ." 

"A world revolution is uppermost 
in the minds of all good Communists." 

Following his lecture Dr. Dorizas 
showed stereopticon views and mo- 
tion pictures of his travels through 
Soviet Russia.
